The close of the second day of the 
conference bas permitted the experts 
to reaffirm their earlier judgment that 
the three plans presented-—-the Amer- 
ican, British and Japanese—are so di- 
vergent as to be utterly irreconcilable 
and are certain to make a treaty im- 
possible unless someone recedes from 
his original position. 

Admiral Saito, however, 
ment to The Associated Press tonight, 
in which he explained the purport of 
the Japanese proposals, threw an en- 
tirely new light on some of Tokio's 
intentions, and justified the belief of 
the American delegation that an agree- 
ment would be more possible on a 
basis of the Japanese plan than the 
British, 

Saito made it clear that in Ameri- 
ca's future cruiser building program, 
she could, under the Japanese project, 
scrap some of the numerous Ameri- 
can destroyers and put the tonnage 
thus saved into cruisers. 

As any low limitation schcme would 
undoubtedly involve the scrapping of 
American destroyers because of their 
superior numbers, the head of the 
Japanese delegation declared that, by

penitentiary is to continue operations 
until November 1, when revenue from 
the 1927 crops begins to come in. a 
report of Harry C. Pitcher. general 
manager of the institution said today. 

It is expected that members of the 
legislature will be requested to au- 
therize the board of liquidation to 
borrow the money before the end of 
the week. 


The unsound financial basis upon 


ithe funds to meet the appropriatior 


which the penitentiary operates is re- 
sponsible for the condition, Governor 
0. H. Simpson, said. 


The legislature's appropriation of 
$725,000 for the institution's opera- 
tion during the year closing June 
oU was offset by the provision that 


must come from the earnings of the 
penitentiary. These amounted to only 
$400,000, Mr. Pitcher reported 

Governor Simpson said such appro- 
priations should be made without these 
provisions. 

Mr. Pitcher said that the prison 
population had increased 20 per cent 
and that poor crop condition, low 
yields of sugar cane and low sugar 
prices, together with inability of many 
of the inmates to work because of ill- 
ness, had contributed to the present 
condition. Reconstruction work on 
the Angola farm after the flood of 
1922 and the erection of buildings to 
care for the additional prisoners also 
had been costly, he said.

This program includes 
appropriations of $5,000,000 a year 
for two years for the common schools 
of the state and $1,000,000 for rural 
schools.

Declares McAdoo Sent Many Millions 


To Europe Without Legal Authority 


A history of “Our Foreign Debts,” | 
those loans contracted by warring na- 
tions with the United States and 
which now are in process of collec- 
tion, was given Tuesday by Congress- 
man Charles R. Crisp, representing 
the third Georgia district, at the Ro- 
tary club luncheon. 

Mr. Crisp is the ranking demo- 
cratic member of the United States 
debt commission appointed to nego- 
tiate settlements with the debtor na- 
tions. 

A sensational feature of Congress- 
man Crisp’s address was his declara- 
tion that most of the post-war foreign 
loans were made illegally. 

He stated that Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo appeared personally 
before the house committee ¢f ways 
and means, asking authority to make 
the very loan afterwards made which 
the ways and means committee re- 
fused to authorize. 

There was legal authority, he said, 
for making loans only to the amount 
of $150,000,000 after the armistice, 
and the speaker declared that in his 
opinion “all other post-armistice loans 
of over $2,000,600,C00 were made 
illegally.” 

The address was listened to with 
marked attention and when the 
speaker concluded he received an ova- 
tion, 

He spoke as follows: 

“On April 6, 1917, congress declared 
war on Germany. From that day it 
became our war. I have no sympa- 
thy or patience with the theory that 
it was our war before that or that 
we should have been in it before then: 
but, from the day congress declared 
war, it was our war and we had to 
fight it through if America trod the

The 
allied forces were sorely in need of fi- 
nancial assistance. After nearly 
three years of conflict, they had about 
exhausted their man power and their 
credit. The great Napoleon said, ‘lt 
rez things to conduct a war— 
money, money.’ Wur_ allies 
needed money to purchase war neces- 
sities, Great Britain, France and Bel- 
gium sent distinguished commissions 
to Washington, who presented to our 
government their financial necessities 
and urged that it was essential, if 
their armies remained in the field, 
that they be given immediate financfal 
assistance. They distinctly repre- 
sented that they did not want gifts 
but loans. They were paying 7 or 


eS per cent interest for money bor- 


rowed from private sources in this 
country and expended for war necessi- 
ties, and they had reached the limit 
of their capacity to obtain further 
private loans. It was suggested that 
this government sell its bonds an! 
loan the proceeds to the allies actively 
engaged in carrying on the war, with 
the understanding and agreement that 
the allies were to issue their bonds 
and deliver them to us with the same 
dates of maturity and rate of interest 
as the United States government 
bonds issued for the purpose of ob- 
taining the loans. ‘The effect of this 
was for the United States to loan the 
allies her credit. and she was to have 
their bonds of similar denominations 
and maturity dates as the United 
States bonds. Our government knew 
that the Russian army would soon fall 
out of the field, and it was to the su- 
preme interest of the United States 
that the remaining allied armies con- 
tinue actively in the struggle. Con- 
gress, in its wisdom, acting for the 
publie good, authorized the making of 
these loans to enable the allies to pur- 
chase munitions, food supplies, cot- 
ton and other things essential to the 
conduct of the war, and the moneys 
lonned were so expended, 

“If the treasury department had ear- 
ried out the agreement made with the 
foreign governments and the under- 
standing of congress when the loans 
were authorized, by taking the bonds 
of the foreign nations in like denomi- 
nations and maturities as the United 
States bonds which were sold to raise 
the money loaned, there would have 
been no necessity for a funding com- 
mission, but the treasury did not do 
this. but, on the contrary, took the 
promissory notes of the foreign govern- 
ments for the sums loaned, the notes 
bearing interest at 5 per cent. The 
treasury department held these prom- 
issory notes until the funding azree- 
ments had been made and bonds is- 
sued by the debtor nations according 
to the terms of the agreement, after 
which the notes were returned to the 
debtors. 

“The United States loaned in cash 
to its allies approximately $10,000.- 
000,000. It is hard for the mind to 
grasp the magnitude of this colossal 
sum. It may be illuminating to re- 
nlize that there.have been only a 
little over 1,000,000,000 minutes since 
the birth of Christ, and this vast sum 
amounts to $10 a minute since that 
date,

“The other nations, though  re- 
peatedly invited to confer, refused 
to do so. ‘The requests of the com- 
mission were ignored. Finally, their 
financial condition became such 
that they had to obtain private 
loans. The United States government 
notified private international bankers - 
within the United States that it would 
not approve private loans to any of 
those nations which had refused to 
fund and settle its indebtedness to the 
United States. This has the salutary 
effect of causing the different nations 
to send commissions to Washington to 
make funding agreements. After 
weeks and months of negotiations, and 
efter a‘eareful study of the economie 
conditions of the various nations, their 
ability to pay, and their ability to 
transfer credits, the agreements were 
reached. The Belgian debt was divid- 
el into two categories—in the case of 
her pre-armistice loans, the principal 
to be repaid without interest: in the 
case of her post-armistice loans, the 
principal to be repaid with interest, 
similarly to the agreement with Great 
Britain. When the treaty of Ver- 
sailles was made, there was an agree- 
ment in it that all pre-armistice ad- 
vances to Belgium by the various al- 
lies were to be canceled. President 
Wilson, acting for the United States, 
agreed to this. However, no treaty 
made by the president is binding on 
the United States unless ratified by 
the senate. The senate, acting with- 
In its constitutional authority, re- 
fused to ratify the treaty of Versailles. 
The debt commission felt that. under 
these conditions, it was justified in 
waiving the interest on the principal 
of its pre-armistice advances to Bel- 
gium, as Belgium had waived priority 
claims on German reparations in the 
treaty of Versailles, her waiver being 
based on the provision that her pre- 
armistice advances were to be can- 
celed. 


Generous to French. 


“The Italian settlement, hased on 
her economic condition and capae- 
ity to pay, was on the basis of 30 per 
cent of its present cy value. The 
French agreement wa¥ 50 per cent of 
present cash value. The settlement 
with France was a very generous one 
to France. The principal and inter- 
est of her indebtedness to date of 
settlement was approximately four bil- 
lion dollars. Subsequent to the armis- 
tice, we loaned her $1,000,000,000 and 
sold her surplus war materials at 
oo 1-3 cents on the dollar, totaling 
$400,000,000, which, with interest add- 
ed, makes advances to France subse- 
quent to the armistice two billions of 
dollars. Therefore, it is apparent tbat 
the settlement made, in practical ef- 
fect, canceled the advances made to 
France during the fighting period, she 
being only required to pay back ad- 
vances obtained subsequent to the ces- 
sation of hostilities. 


“Under the funding agreements, pay- 
ments, including interest at a rate 
varying in accordance with the eco- 
nomic couditions of the several na- 
tions, are to be made over a period of 
62 vears. Summarized below are the 
amounts loaned, the interest, and the 
amounts to be repaid under the terms 
of the agreements:
